Douglass, Frazier, and Bridges, to act with such committee as may be 
appointed on the part of the Senate to wait on His Excellency the Go¬ 
vernor, and inform him that the two Houses have organized, and are 
ready to proceed to business.

The following message was received from the Governor by the hands 
of his private Secretary, Mr. Harrison: 
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EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 

TUSCALOOSA, DECEMBER 5th, 1843.} 

Gentlemen of the Senate 

and of the House of Representatives: 

You have assembled in pursuance of the requirements of law, and in 
accordance with the forms of the Constitution, to deliberate upon such 
measures as you may think best calculated to promote the interest of 
the State; and to enact such laws as you conceive will conduce most to 
the happiness and prosperity of her people. 

Being charged with these high duties, and thus constituted the agents 
of a free people by their own voluntary act, nothing can be more grati¬ 
fying to us, than the reflection, that the confiding expectations of those 
we represent have been fully requited ; and although many of the causes 
which tended to create great anxiety in the minds of the people through- 
the State, before the meeting of the last General Assembly, have pas¬ 
sed away by the action of that body, it is still apparent, that at least a 
portion of the subjects, upon which you now necessarily have to act; 
will excite an intense solicitude in the minds of the community. 

Though many traces are yet perceptible in some portions of the State, 
of the embarrassment of former years, induced by the reckless spirit of 
speculation, and the undue expansion of an unsound paper circulation, 
we have still abundant cause to congratulate the country upon the extinc¬ 
tion of a large portion of the debt contracted during those periods, and 
upon that laudable industry and economy, which, for some time past, 
have pervaded the almost entire population of the state. Generally, our 
people have enjoyed the inestimable blessings of health, and the soil, 
under, the smiles of a kind Providence, has yielded a just reward to labor 
and industry. 

I n the enjoyment of so many blessings, we should not permit the pre¬ 
sent occasion to pass, without returning our thanks to the great Ruler of 
the Universe, for these and other favor, which we have received at His 
hands. 

The part of the act of the last session of the General Assembly, re¬ 
quiring the Governor to receive proposals for the printing and binding 
of the Digest prepared by the Honorable C. C. Clay, has been complied 
with. M. D. J. Slade proposed doing the work, and to deliver in this 
place, the three thousand copies required in the act, by the first of this 
month, at seven dollars and fourteen cents per page, for the number of 
pages contained in one volume. 

Being the lowest bidder, and tendering good security for the faithful 
execution of the word, he was awarded the contract, in pursuance of the 
provisions of the act. J. Withers Clay, Esq, was appointed to superin¬ 
tend the printing of the Digest, in place of the Hon. C. C. Clay, who de¬ 
clined that duty. The books have just reached here, but as yet, I have 
not had time sufficient, to examine them. 

I n conformity with the provisions of the act for the final settlement of 
the affairs of the Planters' and Merchants' Bank of Mobile, approved 
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13th February, 1843, I directed the Solicitor of the Circuit in which the 
Bank was situated, to file an information in the nature of a quo warran¬ 
to against the Bank, before the J udge of the circuit court of said circuit, 
or the J udge of the county court of Mobile county. The Solicitor per¬ 
formed that duty with promptness, and on the 27th of March last, at a 
special term held by the J udge of the circuit court, the charter of the 
Bank was, by the decision of said court, declared to be forfeited. I n 
that decision the Stockholders seem, without appeal, to have acquiesced, 
since which the institution has been in process of liquidation as prescri¬ 
bed by law. 

As directed by the act putting the several Branch Banks in liquidation, 
I appointed, at the close of the last session, the two Commissioners for 
each Bank, to examine and value the real estate. Partial returns by the 
Commissioners of the valuation of the real estate owned by the Mobile 
and Decatur Branches were made in time to enable me, by and with the 
advice of the boards of these Banks, to offer for sale a large portion of 
the real estate owned by these two Branches. 

The sale of the real estate owned by the Branch Bank at Mobile, 
which was advertised to take place in November last, has been post¬ 
poned until the eighteenth of this month. It was the opinion of the 
President and Directors of that Branch, that the latter was a more aus¬ 
picious period than former, to offer the property for sale, which 
was the reason for the postponement. 

The valuation of all the real estate owned by the Branch Bank at 
Mobile, has not been fully completed in consequence of the serious in¬ 
disposition of the Commissioners during the past summer and fall. 

Both the Commissioners have recently resigned. The vacancies will 
be filled as soon suitable individuals can be selected, and the valuation 
completed, it is hoped, at the earliest day practicable. 

The indisposition of one of the Commissioners appointed to value 
the real estate owned by the Decatur Branch, has, I understand, retard¬ 
ed the completion of the valuation of the real estate held by that 
Branch. Whether or not, the valuation is yet fully completed, I am 
not at this time, advised. 

Full returns have been received of the valuation made by the Com¬ 
missioners of the real estate, belonging to the Huntsville and Montgom¬ 
ery Branch Banks. The board at Huntsville have informed me that 
they do not consider the present a favorable time to offer the property 
for sale, and the return of the valuation from the Branch at Montgom¬ 
ery has been so recently received, that I have not had the time to con¬ 
fer with the board on the subject of offering for sale the property own¬ 
ed by that institution. 

In compliance with the Joint Resolutions of the Senate and House 
of Representatives in regard to the Expense Accounts of the Bank of 
the State of Alabama and its several Branches, approved fourteenth 
February, one thousand eight hundred and forty-three, authorizing the 
Governor at any time after the twentieth of that month, to appoint the 
Commissioners provided for under the act, approved twelfth J anuary 
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one thousand eight hundred and thirty-three, for the examination of 
the Bank of the State of Alabama and its several Branches ; as soon as 
it was practicable to do so, the Commissioners were appointed, and in¬ 
structed to make a special examination into the expense account alone, 
and to report the result of their examination to this Department, at the 
earliest day convenient. That duty the Commissioners have perform¬ 
ed, and in accordance with the requirements of the resolutions, I have 
examined the several reports, and after much reflection, on the various 
items embraced, directed the institution of suits for the recovery of the 
money in the State Bank, and the Branches at Huntsville and Decatur, 
which I considered expended without legal authority, or without equi¬ 
table circumstances to excuse it. 

The items of expenditure reported as illegal, from the Branch at 
Montgomery, were nearly all excused, or justified by the Commission¬ 
ers, and the amounts not excused or justified, were so inconsiderable, 
that I deemed suit unnecessary ; and have therefore, declined ordering 
suit on any items embraced in that report. 

A very large portion, if not the largest amount of illegal expendi¬ 
tures reported from the Mobile Branch Bank, are not of that character, 
which would authorize me, as I conceive, under the resolutions to or¬ 
der suit for their recovery. 

Believing that none of the expenditures, reported as illegal, for which 
the resolutions confer on me the power to direct suit, will be affected 
by the statute of limitations, before the ensuing Spring Courts, I have 
for the present, declined ordering suit, on any items embraced in that 
report. 

The reports, embracing as they do, all the extra expenses of the five 
Banks, for a period of more than six years, and the resolutions consti¬ 
tuting as they do, the Executive, the sole judge of both the law, and 
all circumstances of an equitable character, which would justify, in his 
estimation, all or any of those extra allowances , have thrown upon this 
Department duties, both responsible and delicate . Some of the reports 
present instances of alledged improper expenditure of money in some 
of the Bank ; but not of that character, as before remarked, that would 
authorize me to order suit for its recovery under those resolutions. 

And as I have ordered suit for the recovery of some few items, and de¬ 
clined directing suit for items of a similar character in other cases, from 
a doubt of my power under the report of the Commissioners to do so, 

I deem it my duty to lay all the reports, and copies of the several or¬ 
ders which I have made for suit, before your honorable bodies, for such 
action as you may deem best, or such instructions as you may feel in¬ 
clined to give, for suit in any of the cases in which I have declined or¬ 
dering suit to be instituted. 

The latter clause of the last resolution declares all allowances and ap¬ 
propriations made during the last session of the Legislature, by the 
Branch Bank at Mobile illegal, and makes it the duty of the Governor 
to order suit to be instituted for the recovery of the money. A copy 
of the allowances and appropriations during the period specified, was 
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obtained from the Bank, and suits ordered to be instituted against those 
who constituted the board, when those allowances and appropriations 
were made. 

The ninth section of the act "to regulate the State Bank, and for 
other purposes," makes it the duty of the President of that Bank, un¬ 
der the direction and control of the Governor, to take the necessary 
measures for the extension of the State bonds payable in eighteen hun¬ 
dred and forty-four. I n obedience to the provisions of the above sec¬ 
tion, in the early part of the present year, I gave that officer the neces¬ 
sary instructions to extend the payment of the bonds specified until the 
first day of J une, one thousand eight hundred and fifty, reserving to the 
State the right further to extend their payment, if it should be the plea¬ 
sure of the State hereafter to do so. 

The extension as I am informed by the President, is not yet fully 
completed, but he assures me that he entertains no doubt of its being 
effected in a short time. 

As directed by the acts liquidating the several Branches, the Presi¬ 
dent and Directors of the Bank of the State of Alabama, in the pre¬ 
sence of the Governor, and Secretary of State, at different periods, du¬ 
ring the present year, have destroyed (by burning ) bills of the different 
Branches amounting to five million thirty-six thousand six hundred 
and ninety-seven dollars, and blank impressions amounting to seven 
million thirteen thousand four hundred and twenty-eight dollars. 

The board of the State Bank, as I am informed, have, in like man¬ 
ner destroyed, six hundred and twenty-eight dollars. 

The amount paid the Directors of the State Bank, I do not consider 
a fair compensation for their services. In addition to the business of 
that Bank, which is equal to that of either of the Branches, if we ex¬ 
cept the Mobile Branch, the board of the State Bank, have to superin¬ 
tend the responsible duty of paying the interest on the entire State debt, 
and to receive, register and destroy the redeemed circulation of the 
four Branches. In discharging the various duties required of the board, 
much labor, as well as responsibility, is thrown upon the President, and 
especially in paying the interest due on our foreign debt. The salary 
which is now paid that officer is, as I conceive, not fully commensurate 
with his services. I am also satisfied that the number of Directors in 
the State Bank could with great propriety be reduced, and I recommend 
that the number be reduced to four, and that the amount to be paid the 
Directors, as well as the President, be increased to such sum, to each, as 
the wisdom of your honorable bodies may think just. 

The act passed at the close of the last session of the Legislature, au¬ 
thorizing the President and Directors to place the bad and doubtful 
debts due the Banks in the several counties, in the hands of Attorneys 
to be appointed by the board for that purpose, has certainly diminished 
to a considerable extent their labors ; at least enough so, as I conceive, 
to fully justify the General Assembly, as well on the score of economy, 
as the utter absence of any necessity for the present number, in reduc- 
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ing it. Constituting the Cashier, ex-officio a Director, with the Presi¬ 
dent, and one Director, will, I think, make a board entirely sufficient to 
manage the business of each Branch. In all the Branches, except the 
one in Mobile, there is quite an inequality in the salaries of the Presi¬ 
dents and Directors, while the Presidents in the other three Branches, 
have to perform all the duties required of the Directors, and discharge 
in addition, others incident to those officers, from which the Directors 
are exempt, the President actually receives less compensation than the 
Directors. Consequently, I recommend that the amount of compensa¬ 
tion allowed to the Presidents and Directors , be at least the same, and 
that two of the Directors in each Branch be dispensed with, and the 
board constituted as I have suggested. 

The last Legislature having failed to provide any additional compen¬ 
sation to the agent appointed to urge upon Congress the payment of the 
moneys heretofore made by the State, upon claims growing out of the 
late Creek I ndian hostilities, he declined returning to the City of Wash¬ 
ington to superintend the settlement of those Claims. The act of Con¬ 
gress, approved sixteenth August, one thousand eight hundred and for¬ 
ty-two provides that duly authenticated copies of papers, which may 
have been lost or destroyed, upon proof of such lossor destruction, shall 
be received as evidence of the amount heretofore paid by the State. 

Many of those papers, I fear, have been lost or destroyed, and to sub¬ 
stitute others, as required in the act, will be attended with both trouble 
and expense. There is a large amount justly due from the Federal 
Government to the State, but to obtain all or any portion of it, will re¬ 
quire both the time and labor of a special agent All that our delega¬ 
tion in Congress could do towards effecting payment from the United 
States Government, unquestionably has been done. By allowing to a 
competent agent a reasonable per cent, on the amount to be collected, 
it is probable the just claims of the State might be speedily adjusted. 

I have brought this subject to your notice for such action as your hon¬ 
orable bodies may think best. 

I deem it proper again to bring to the notice of the General Assem¬ 
bly the mode of paying sheriffs and jailers for the support of prisoners 
in the several counties. The whole amount paid to those and other of¬ 
ficers on claims of this character, under the various appropriations of 
the last session, amounted to the sum of near ten thousand dollars, by 
which you will perceive that that item is not inconsiderable in itself in 
forming the aggregate of the annual expenses of the State. I consider 
the most equitable mode that could be adopted in paying these demands, 
would be to require the county in which the offence was committee, to 
provide a special fund, out of which such claims should be paid under 
the control of the J udge of the county court and Commissioners, with 
power to judge of their correctness, and to order their payment. If, 
however, it be the settled policy of the State to pay these claims as 
heretofore, their justness should be established before the presiding 
J udge of the circuit court, or in some other form to be prescribed, and 
certified to the Comptroller, who should be required to pay them out of a 
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fund to be appropriated for that purpose. The legislation now annual¬ 
ly necessary, would thereby be dispensed with, besides diminishing to 
some extent your labors, as well as avoiding the expense incident to it. 

I must again direct your attention to the law regulating the salary of 
the Adjutant and I nspector General. It is vague and indefinite as to 
the amount of compensation that he shall receive. I recommend that 
the General Assembly define more particularly the duties for which he 
shall receive a per diem allowance, independent of the ordinary duties 
of the office, for which he should received a fixed salary, and that the 
amount of salary to be paid him be more clearly defined. 

The sum of eleven hundred and ninety-two dollars has been expend¬ 
ed of the fifteen hundred dollars appropriated at the last session of the 
General Assembly, for re-covering the Capitol. The whole roof has 
been re-covered anew except the Cupalo, and that was inspected by 
competent workmen, who concurred in the opinion that it was sound, 
and required only some slight repairs, which have been made. 

The law prescribing the manner of making returns of elections for 
members of Congress is value and contradictory, and should be amend¬ 
ed. The law also requiring sheriffs generally to make returns of elec¬ 
tions, is frequently disregarded, and especially in some of the most im¬ 
portant and responsible officers elected by the people. This delinquin- 
cy, I am satisfied, is the result of omission or neglect — not design— 
though equally embarrassing in its effects. Cases may occur, unless 
there is a more rigid adherence to the law than has frequently hereto¬ 
fore been observed by returning officers, where the popular will may 
for awhile, at least, be entirely defeated for the want of proper returns. 

The law, as it now exists, would seem to be sufficient to insure a 
prompt discharge of duty on the part of those officers; but our experi¬ 
ence proves to the contrary. The most effectual mode which presents 
itself to my mind, to insure a faithful discharge of duty on the part of 
returning officers, is to require the Solicitors of the circuit, and the 
Grand J uries of the several counties to enquire especially, if the proper 
returns of the elections have been made, and in case they have not, 
without reasonable cause to excuse it, the Grand J ury should present, 
and the Solicitor should be required to prosecute for such failure of du¬ 
ty; and althoug in some cases, the returns may have not been made 
within the time prescribed by law, they, in all probability, would be, 
before the time for holding courts in the different counties. I have thus 
brought the subject to your notice, for such action as the General As¬ 
sembly may deem proper. 

The sum of one hundred and nineteen thousand two hundred and 
seven and sixty-one hundredth dollars, being the firs instalment of the 
two per cent, fund, has been by the Cashier of the State Bank invest¬ 
ed in United States Treasury notes, bearing an interest of six per cent, 
per annum, as required by the J oint Resolutions of the last General 
Assembly. The Treasury Notes in which this investment has been 
made will cease to bear interest after the present month. It will be¬ 
come necessary therefore for the Legislature to make some further pro- 
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visions for re investing this amount, or otherwise the principal will re¬ 
main entirely inactive, and yield nothing by way of interest as it 
should. 

Congress having passed the act contemplated in the preamble and 
joint resolutions of the last General Assembly, authorizing the differ¬ 
ent Land Offices to receive the bills of the State Bank and Branches in 
payment for the public lands, from all those of our citizens who reside 
on those lands, desirous of availing themselves of their pre emption 
rights, the second instalment will of course be paid in the bills of the 
State Bank and Branches, agreeably to the provisions of the second 
section of the resolutions alluded to. At this time I do not know the 
precise amount which will be paid on this instalment— something 
more, I presume, however, than the amount received on the first. 

The Cashier of the State Bank, who is required by law to receive it, 
has not yet been able to do so. In the summer, this Department was 
informed by the Treasury Department, that a large portion of the 
amount due on this instalment had been received at the various Land 
Offices, in the bills of our State Bank and Branches, which informa¬ 
tion was made known to the officer authorized to receive the money- 
Before this, it is presumed, a sufficient sum in our currency has been 
received by the United States Government to pay the whole amount of 
the instalment, which will not doubt be paid as required, at an early 
day. One hundred and twenty thousand dollars of the money thus to 
be received, is to be loaned to the Montgomery and West Point Rail 
Road Company, agreeably to the provisions of an act of the General 
Assembly, approved fourteenth February, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty-three. The Company, through their President, Charles T. 
Pollard, Esq. have intimated an unwillingness to accept the loan upon 
the terms specified in the act, but express a willingness to do so upon 
certain modifications proposed, which you will find fully set forth in the 
letter of the President, which is herewith submitted. 

A proper disposition of the money realized from the sale of the Six¬ 
teenth Sections, now on deposit in the Banks, is a subject intimately 
connected with the final settlement of their affairs. At no very distant 
day , legislation on that subject will be absolutely necessary, and could, 
perhaps, demand the attention of the General Assembly with as much 
propriety at this session, as at any future period. I am clear in the 
conviction that the money already obtained, and that which may here¬ 
after arise from the sale of Sixteenth Sections, should be preserved as 
a sacred fund, and that the interest accruing on the principal should 
alone be appropriated to the objects of education. The amount now 
on deposit in the Banks, derived from sales of the Sixteenth Sections, 
is a debt, which will ultimately be legitimately chargeable upon the 
State. To pay the amount due to the Commissioners of the several 
Townships at this time, in the bills of the Banks, would only tend to 
swell our circulation sufficiently large for the means to give it currency, 
but would, I fear, to some extent depress it. The salutary lessons of 
the past, in the management of trust funds by public agents, afford us 
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abundant cause to distrust the policy of placing this fund in the custody 
and under the control of the Commissioners, to be loaned out or other¬ 
wise disposed of. That a large portion of these trusts would be faith¬ 
fully discharged, there can be no question, but the light of experience 
as taught us by one or more of the States, in a similar disposition of a 
like fund, leave us but little room to doubt that through a want of uni¬ 
formity in its application, insecurity and ultimate loss would be the in¬ 
evitable result, with no inconsiderable portion. I therefore recommend 
that a certificate of State stock be issued to each Township, for the 
amount due on deposit, at a reasonable interest, for such period as your 
wisdom may think best, renewable at the pleasure of the State, and 
that the interest annually accruing on the amount of stock to each 
Township, be appropriated to the purposes of education. 

It will be recollected by your honorable bodies that the last Legisla¬ 
ture went much farther in closing and liquidating the Banks than I re¬ 
commended in my annual message. Although entertaining then, as I 
conceived, a well grounded apprehension , that the system was bad, 
and would have to be abandoned, my convictions were that it should 
be done by degrees. When I had the honor of making that communi¬ 
cation, I was not in possession of the information disclosing their con¬ 
dition so fully as was afterwards developed by the scrutinizing report, 
of the several boards of Commissioners appointed for their examinations 
The J oint Examining Bank Committee of the two Houses, added much 
by their subsequent searching inquires, to the stock of information af¬ 
forded by the Commissioners, and contributed greatly in informing the 
last General Assembly, of the unsound condition and exhausted means 
of the Banks Frankness requires me to say, that notwithstanding my 
loss of confidence in the system had been confirmed by these disclo¬ 
sures, I feared so sudden and radical a change in our State policy would 
produce a shock and distrust in the public mind, and that injurious 
consequences to the community would be the ultimate result. Believ¬ 
ing that the representatives coming directly from the people, were the 
proper exponents of their will, I yielded my assent to the acts placing 
some of the Banks in liquidation, but not without some degree of re¬ 
luctance. It affords me unaffected pleasure however, to assure the 
General Assembly that those apprehensions have been dispelled by the 
operations of the acts liquidating the Banks, and that the action of the 
last Legislature on that subject is now, I believe, strongly approved by 
the great body of the people in the State. 

The operations of our system, in common with every form of Bank 
credits, I regard as deceptive in theory, and delusive in practice; and 
that it has justly forfeited its claims to the confidence of the people 
This I think is strikingly illustrated by the prostrate condition and 
general wreck that has so recently pervaded so large a portion of the 
Banking system in every form. 

Amidst all our financial difficulties, it is however a source of gratifi¬ 
cation, that the winding up of our State Banks, have been so generally 
approved by the people. While its operations have impose no bur- 
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thens on the community, it is fast relieving us from the evils of a de¬ 
preciated currency, not only by the gradual absorption of the amount, 
but by giving a value to the outstanding circulation, as a means of dis¬ 
charging Bank debts, which must ultimately raise it much nearer to 
its par value. It is also illustrating the important truth, that to procure 
a good currency, it is only necessary to displace a bad one, and that as 
the channels of circulation are relieved by the latter, they are speedily 
filled with the former. Whenever bank paper, from its worthlessness, 
has been driven from circulation, gold and silver have immediately sup¬ 
plied its place, and the people have in every instance been more than 
satisfied with the exchange. This result has already, to a very great 
extent, been effected in Louisiana and Mississippi, and the same pro¬ 
cess must soon take place in this State. In every instance where it has 
occured it has been attended with a favorable state of foreign and 
domestic exchanges, leading to heavy importations of gold and silver, 
until the level of currency and prices has been fully established. I re¬ 
commend that the Banks be permitted to go into final liquidation under 
the provisions of the acts of the last session, reserving such corporate 
powers only as will enable them finally to settle their affairs. 

The acts of the last General Assembly, placing the several Branch 
Banks in liquidation, require the State Bank to receive the bills, blank 
impressions and plates of the different Branches, and also that the bills 
and blank impressions shall be destroyed but do not direct what dis¬ 
position is to be made of the plates. Believing that the destruction of 
the latter is as essential as the former, to the final settlement and entire 
abandonment of the system, I recommend that the plates be likewise 
destroyed. 

The Huntsville Branch has paid bonds due in eighteen hundred and 
forty-two, eighteen hundred and forty-four, and eighteen hundred and 
sixty-five, amounting in the aggregate to two hundred and nineteen 
thousand dollars. They were forwarded to this place by the board at 
Huntsville, and I directed them to be deposited in the State Bank, to 
be disposed of as directed by the General Assembly. I recommend 
that provisions be made, requiring the President and Directors of the 
State Bank to destroy them. 

The people, with their usual patriotism, have cheerfully submitted 
to the tax imposed by the last General Assembly. It is proper to state, 
however, that the mode of assessing the tax on land, without classifi¬ 
cation, has not been approved by a large portion of the community. 

The present plan should be so modified as to meet their wishes 

To protect and preserve untarnished the faith and credit of the State, 
should be the cherished object of all, and is a subject which appeals 
with unrestricted force, to the pride, honor and integrity of every citi¬ 
zen. Public faith is but the aggregation of that sentiment of private 
honesty, which imposes on us the paramount duty of discharging a just 
debt. To preserve it inviolate, frequently requires great sacrifices on 
the part of the community; but they are sacrifices incurred in the pre¬ 
servation of a high moral principle, without which, neither society nor 
B 
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Government can long exist. In parting with a portion of our property 
in discharging a public debt, we are only going to the expense of pre¬ 
serving a principle, which renders the remainder more secure, and 
therefore more valuable. I n doing this, we may frequently pay the 
penalty of past folly and extravagance on the part of public agents 
but even this carries along with it a compensation in arousing that spi¬ 
rit of vigilance to taxation and expenditure on the part of the people 
without which, it is impossible for them long to preserve their liberties 
If the last Legislature imposed upon the people burthens in the shape 
of taxes, they have done much to relieve them from the burthens and 
taxation of a banking system infinitely more oppressive, as I conceived 
than our State debt. It is true that the people have not yet worked 
out their deliverance from the galling bondage of Bank paper deprecia¬ 
tion; but every day, under the policy of the last Legislature, they are 
approaching near to that result, and to the same extent recovering their 
ability to sustain the heavy, but necessary burthen of taxation, which the 
honor and credit of the State will most obviously require. 

The interest upon our State debt, for the present year, has been paid 
with our usual punctuality, and there are ample means in the Banks, to 
pay the interest which with be due the ensuing year. But how we are 
to discharge the amount which will be due in the year following, is a 
question that presents itself directly to all who cherish and value the char¬ 
acter of the State. It may be urged, and that too, with the powerful 
force of truth, that to provide the means to pay the State debt, a portion 
of the substance of many will have to be yielded who never enjoyed any 
benefit from the money borrowed. But the force of such objections 
will be rendered powerless, from the simple fact, that those who loaned 
the money are not responsible for its application by our own agents. The 
money was borrowed in good faith, and the consideration of the debt can¬ 
not be questioned. If, then, the loss of the whole, or a part, has been 
the result, it is certainly a misfortune of the State, but that can afford no 
possible pretext to withhold payment from those who in good faith loan¬ 
ed us their money. To a people like those of Alabama, so jealous of 
their rights and honor, both personal and political, I look with an abid¬ 
ing confidence, that the faith and credit of the State will be preserved, 
with an integrity and promptness, that will stand the test of scrutiny and 
of time. I recommend, therefore, that a sufficient fund be raised by tax¬ 
ation, to provide permanently for the payment of the interest on our 
State debt. 

The vast quantity of special legislation to be found on our statute book, 
and the immense mass which annually accumulates before the General 
Assembly, is a subject eminently worthy of your consideration. I al¬ 
lude to the subject now, with a settled conviction, that a very large por¬ 
tion of that kind of legislation could be entirely dispensed with, by 
adopting some general law, which would enable the parties seeking such 
aid, to effect their object before some of the judicial tribunals of the 
country. Conferring on married women the rights of feme soles, and 
constituting them free dealers , has been a very unusual species of legis¬ 
lation until recently, but is now evidently on the increase. These privi- 
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leges, in many cases, are perhaps proper, and should be conferred upon 
those who, from peculiar causes, would seem to be justly entitled to 
them; out they certainly might be extended to those who may desire 
them, without requiring a special act of the legislature in every instance. 

Our Courts of Chancery, by some general law authorizing them to do so, 
could afford all the relief desired, in applications of this character. In¬ 
corporating small towns and villages ; commercial, manufacturing and 
mining companies ; special tax laws ; establishing toll gates and ferries; 
besides many other subjects purely local and special in their character, 
are fruitful sources of legislation, which not only increase the labors and 
lengthen the session , but add greatly to the amount of expense of ordi¬ 
nary legislation. These special acts, and corporate privileges, are likely 
essential, and may confer benefits upon those who desire them ; but I am 
satisfied all who need such aid or privileges, could be enabled, by some 
general law, to accomplish their object without legislative interference in 
every case, and thereby dispense with this vast accumulation of private 
and special laws. 

The right to erect toll gates and ferries, and to assess a county tax, 
under a certain amount, are powers that could with great propriety be 
trusted to the J udge of the County Court and Commissioners of Roads 
and Revenue. I am fully aware that the Court under existing laws, 
possesses power to some considerable extent, over these subjects ; but the 
facility with which special acts are passed, providing for each case, has 
diminished greatly the business of that Court, and increased astonishingly 
the number of applications for this kind of legislation to the General 
Assembly. The right to exercise corporate privileges in small towns and 
villages, or to form associations or companies for commercial, manufac¬ 
turing or mining purposes, could, with great propriety and safety, as I 
conceive, be conferred upon those desiring them, by some general law, 
under the control and scrutiny of some of the higher courts of the State. 

It would be proper in any general law of this character, to limit the cor¬ 
porate privileges, as well as the amount of property to be held ; and re¬ 
serve, especially, the right of the General Assembly to revoke any char¬ 
ter or privilege granted, when it was the pleasure of the Legislature to 
do so; by adopting some general law, by which the mass of special le¬ 
gislation can be avoided, and at the same time, adopting some system 
which will confer the privileges upon those who desire them, you will 
have accomplished much, in the economy of time, labor and money. 

Our University under the present very able and indefatigable faculty, 
is receiving as it eminently merits, a liberal patronage from the public. 

An institution so liberally endowed, and thus constituted, a nursery of 
the talents of the youth, and which is destined to form the intellectual 
and moral character of so large a portion of the young men of our State, 
most of whom must fill important stations in society—in the councils of 
the State, and in the different learned professions, can scarcely receive 
too much of the fostering care of the General Assembly. The heavy 
debt due from the University to the State Bank, is continually augment¬ 
ing by the interest which is annually accruing. If no provision is made 
for the payment of the debt, in a few years, a very large portion of the 
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University fund will be absorbed in the yearly accumulation of interest 
I have brought this subject to your notice, with an anxious desire that 
some provisions be made for the payment of the debt, and to relieve the 
University fund from the yearly drain to which it is now liable. 

In accordance with the requirements of the Constitution, the census 
will have to be taken the ensuring year. It will be necessary, therefore 
for the General Assembly to make suitable provisions for that purpose. 

At the request of the Medical Society in Mobile, through their Presi¬ 
dent, I directed the President and Directors of the Mobile Branch Bank 
to exclude from sale the two lots situated on the north-east corner of St. 
Francis and St. Joseph streets, numbers fifty-nine and sixty, which were 
advertised to be sold with a portion of the real estate owned by the Mo¬ 
bile Branch, in November last. The object of the society in desiring a 
postponement of the sale of this property was to enable them to memo¬ 
rialize your honorable bodies, to make a donation of those lots to the 
society, for the purpose of founding a Medical College. Being entirely 
willing to remove any obstacle which would prevent the Legislature 
from complying with their request, if it should be their pleasure to do 
so, and being satisfied that the property would not deteriorate in value 
before the lots could bargain brought into market, if the wisdom of the 
General Assembly, should refuse the donation were my reasons for ex¬ 
cluding those lots from sale. A memorial from the society, fully pre¬ 
senting their views and design, I presume will be laid before you in due 
time. 

Since the adjournment of the last General Assembly the Honorable 
Henry Goldthwaite has resigned the office of J udge of the Supreme 
Court. Vacancies have also occurred since that period, in the office of 
J udge of the Circuit Court of the third and ninth judicial circuits, the 
office of solicitor of the second circuit, the office of Quarter Master Gen¬ 
eral, and the office of J udge of the County Court, in the counties of Ran¬ 
dolph, Lawrence, Franklin, Walker, Pickens, Marion, Dale and Macon, 
all of which have been filled, as required by the Constitution. 

Colonel Armstrong, one of the Inspectors of the Penitentiary, having 
failed to attend three successive monthly meetings of the Board of In¬ 
spectors, his office was declared vacant under the provisions of an act ap¬ 
proved eleventh of February, one thousand eight hundred and forty-three 
which vacancy has been filled, as directed in said act. 

On the sixth of October last I made the annual visit, as required by 
law, to the Penitentiary, and examined the prison and convicts, with that 
scrutiny which the act requiring me to perform that duty would seem to 
demand. The result of my examination satisfied me, that neatness and 
order pervaded the institution, and that a proper discipline appeared to 
characterize its operations. The financial operations of the Penitentiary 
for the current year will be laid before you by the Warden, through the 
Comptroller of Public Accounts, as required by law. 

The annual report made to this Department by the I nspectors, suggests 
some alterations in the Penal Code, which would seem to be salutary 
The report presents a detailed, and no doubt correct statement of the op- 
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erations of the Prison for the present year; and believing all the informa¬ 
tion embraced in it should be laid before the General Assembly, I have 
the honor of submitting herewith a copy of the entire report. 

I have thus, gentlemen, brought to your notice the subjects which I 
conceive, require your consideration. The views which I have submit¬ 
ted have been communicated after due reflection, and with a settled con¬ 
viction that they are for the public good. But should the General As¬ 
sembly not regard the views which I have had the honor to communi¬ 
cate, as conducive to the public interest, I will readily co-operate with 
your honorable bodies in adopting any measure which I am satisfied will 
result in the accomplishment of that end. 

That the deliberations of the General Assembly may be conducted in 
the spirit of peace and harmony, and that the result may equal the just 
expectations of the public, is my sincere desire.

The committee on accounts and claims, to whom was referred the 
account of William Garrett, Secretary of State, with the accompanying 
bills and vouchers, for stationery purchased for the use of the State, 
have examined the same, and find them to be correct; and have in¬ 
structed me to report that the amount of money drawn from the Trea¬ 
sury for the purpose of purchasing the above specified articles for the 
use of the State, is one thousand two hundred dollars; the amount ex¬ 
pended is one thousand and seventy-three dollars and ninety-one cents; 
leaving a balance in the hands of said Secretary, unexpended, of one 
hundred and twenty-seven dollars and nine cents. 

Your committee are satisfied that the plan adopted by the Secretary 
of State, in purchasing stationery, &c., has proved a saving of at least 
one thousand dollars in comparison to the cost of the same articles 
when purchased in this city. 

All of which is respectfully submitted to the Senate.

Mr. Hudson offered the following preamble and resolution, which 
was adopted: 

Whereas, it appears that the President and Directors of the Branch 
of the Bank of the State of Alabama, at Decatur, have become own¬ 
ers in part, or the whole, of the Tuscumbia, Courtland and Decatur 
Railroad, together with other property thereunto belonging; and where¬ 
as, the commissioners who have examined said Bank have recom¬ 
mended the passage of a law authorizing the sale of said road, &c. therefore 

Be it resolved, That the committee on the State Bank be instructed 
to inquire into the expediency of the passage of such a law, and report 
by bill or otherwise. 

Mr. Watrous introduced a bill to be entitled an act to regulate the

hawking and peddling of books and periodicals in this State; which was 
read the first time, and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Brindley moved to reconsider the vote taken on yesterday on 
the bill for the withdrawal of the sixteenth section fund, and on motion 
of Mr. Terry the reconsideration was postponed until Monday. 

Mr. King moved to take from the table joint resolutions declaring 
the Cashier of the State Bank to be Treasurer of the State, and provid¬ 
ing for his election annually, which was done, and placed amongst the 
orders of the day. 

On motion of Mr. Walthall, the Senate adjourned until Monday 
morning, ten o'clock. 

SENATE CHAMBER, Monday, J anuary 1, 1844. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment.

Mr. Hardaway, with leave, withdrew account. 

Mr. Fleeting, from the committee on military affairs, to whom was 
recommitted a bill to discontinue a drill officer, in the seventy-second 
regiment, sixteenth brigade, eighth division, Alabama militia, reported 
a general bill on the subject, entitled all act to repeal a certain act there¬ 
in named; which was read the first time, and ordered to a, second 
reading. 

Mr. Reese, from the judiciary committee, to whom was referred a 
bill to amend the law on the subject of dower, reported the same back 
to the Senate, with an amendment, and recommended its passage; 
which was read the second time, and ordered to be engrossed for a 
third reading. 

Mr. Walthall, from the committee on privileges and elections, to 
whom was referred sundry resolutions and a bill to establish and abol¬ 
ish certain election precincts, reported a bill in lieu of the bill referred, 
which was read and postponed until Thursday next.

Resolved, That the Senate adjourn on this day, first J anuary, and 
also on Tuesday, second, at two o'clock, for the purpose of giving 
the use of this Chamber to the Whig Convention, which assembles on 
this day. 

Mr. Walker of L. presented the petition of commissioners' court 
of Lawrence county, which was referred to the committee on proposi¬ 
tions and grievances. 

Mr. Toulmin offered joint resolutions conferring certain powers on the 
Governor in relation to the personal property belonging to the State 
Bank and Branches, which was read the first time and ordered to a se¬ 
cond reading. 

Mr. President announced the orders of the day. 

Engrossed bill to be entitled an act to compensate Robert Fenner and 
Thomas B. J ones for labor done and performed under executive appoint¬ 
ment, was read the third time and passed. 

Engrossed bill to be entitled an act to authorizing sales by executors and 
administrators in certain cases, was read the third time and passed. 

Engrossed bill to be entitled an act to reduce the salaries of the Pres¬ 
ident, Directors and other officers of the Bank of the State of Alabama 
and its several Branches and for other purposes, was read a third time 
and passed. 

Engrossed bill to be entitled an act in relation to working public roads, 
was read the third time and passed. 

Engrossed bill to be entitled an act to change the mode of paying 
J ailers for the support of insolvent prisoners in the several counties of 
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this State and for other purposes, was read the third time, and on its pas¬ 
sage, the yeas and nays were demanded.

SENATE CHAMBER, Tuesday Morning, January 2, 1844. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

The minutes of yesterday were read and approved. 

Mr. Winston presented the petition of sundry citizens of the counties 
of Sumter and Washington, praying for a new county; which was read 
and referred to the committee on county boundaries. 

Mr. McClanahan presented the account of J oseph Allen, of Walker 
county; which was referred to the committee on accounts and claims. 

Mr. McVay presented the account of J oshua D. Stamps, of Lau¬ 
derdale county; which was referred to the committee on accounts and 
claims. 

Mr. Yancey, from the committee on the Penitentiary, to whom was 
referred a resolution to inquire and report to the Senate whether or not 
convicts in the Penitentiary had been allowed to write letters to mem¬ 
bers of the General Assembly, requesting them to vote for the re-elec¬ 
tion of the present Warden of that institution, and to require the chair¬ 
man to write to the Warden upon that subject, reported, that the com¬ 
mittee have performed the duty assigned them, and ask leave to re¬ 
port: 
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That the warden of the Penitentiary, William Hogan, has replied to 
the letter of the Chairman, under date of the twenty-sixth December, 
saying that all letters, both to and from the convicts have passed under 
his supervision, as required by law; that, as he kept no copy of letters 
written by them, he is unable to state their contents; but thinks it prob¬ 
able that letters may have been written, desiring that the warden and 
officers of the institution "might be continued in office," as will more 
fully appear by his letter herewith submitted. 

The chairman of the committee also addressed letters to the Hon. 
John Segar, representative from the county of Russell, and the Hon. 

James M. Morris and A. Harris, representatives from the county of 
Fayette, requesting to know if they or either of them have receive 
letters from any of the convicts requesting the re-election of the present 
warden. 

The letters of these gentlemen in reply, stating that they have receiv¬ 
ed such letters, are herewith submitted with this report. 

The committee have also instructed me to report that without desir¬ 
ing to cast censure upon the warden of the Penitentiary, or the motives 
which may have influenced him in permitting such correspondence, 
they deem it their duty to say that it is palpably improper that convict¬ 
ed felons in the State Penitentiary should be permitted to address mem¬ 
bers of the General Assembly as to the propriety or impropriety of 
their electing certain individuals to fill the offices of that institution; 
that the convicts are presumed in law to be under duress, and that 
their opinions therefore are entitled to no weight either for or against 
the officers placed over them by law. The law has made ample pro¬ 
visions for the annual investigation of the, Penitentiary, and of the man¬ 
ner in which its officers discharge their duty. 

The Governor is required to make an annual visit for that purpose. 

11 is also made the duty of the I nspectors to report to the Governor 
forthwith any violation of law or omission of duty by the warden, and 
the advice of ally of the convicts upon any of these points is therefore 
deemed as superfluous as improper.

The report of the committee on education, to whom was referred 
joint resolutions asking of Congress the application of the two and 
three per cent, fund to be applied in, aid of the sixteenth section fund 
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for the establishment of primary schools, being the special order of the 
day. 

Mr. Walker of L. introduced the following minority report, as a sub- 
situte: 

Minority report of the committee on education on the subject of the 
two and three per cent fund. 

The undersigned, a member of the committee on education, to whom 
was referred joint resolutions instructing our Senators and requesting 
our Representatives in Congress, to use their best exertions to effect the 
passage of a law authorizing the Legislature of this State, to apply 
the "two and three per cent funds," in aid of the establishment of pri¬ 
mary schools, &c. 

Standing alone in the committee, and entertaining views and opinions 
entirely at variance with the majority of the committee, on the impor¬ 
tant and interesting subject of the resolutions, feels himself constrained 
by a sense of duty, though he deeply regrets the necessity of claiming 
the right of submitting this minority report. 

The act of Congress to enable the people of the Alabama Territory, 
to form a Constitution and State Government, provides that five per¬ 
cent. of the net proceeds of the lands being within the said Territory, 
and which shall be sold by Congress, from and after the first day of 
September, in the year of one thousand eight hundred and nineteen, after 
deducting all expenses incident to the same be reserved for mak¬ 
ing public roads, canals, and improving the navigation of rivers, of 
which, three-fifths shall be applied to those objects within this State, 
under the direction of the Legislature thereof, and two-fifths to the 
making of roads leading to the State, under the direction of Congress. 

The three-fifths, or three per cent fund, was, according to law, vest¬ 
ed in the State bank long since. The amount being something near 
five hundred thousand dollars, the interest of which, by the action of 
the Legislature, has been from time to time, appropriated to works of 
Internal Improvement, to which we may hereafter have occasion to al¬ 
lude. 

The remaining two per cent of this Fund has been entirely inactive 
and unproductive, in the keeping of the General Government, a part 
at least, for a period of over twenty years, Congress never having seen 
fit to appropriate any part of it to the objects of its original design. 

This fact mainly no doubt, determined the Congress of the United 
States, at the "called session,” to tender it also to the State under cer¬ 
tain restrictions, for works of Internal Improvement. This part of the 
five per cent, fund amounts to some three or four hundred thousand 
dollars, a portion of which, by an act of the last Legislature, was or¬ 
dered to be vested in United States Treasury notes, which has been 
done, and is now on deposite in the Bank at this place; thus, the five 
per cent, fund though, originally divided and set apart for separate and 
distinct objects has been by subsequence legislation, merged into one 
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and the same general design of Internal Improvement, within the lim¬ 
its of this State. 

The sixteenth section school fund arising from the sales of the same 
deposite in the Banks, and drawing interest of eight per cent, per an¬ 
num amounts to eight hundred and twenty-two thousand four hundred 
forty dollars and seven cents. What proportion of the lands remain 
unsold, or its worth is disposed of, we have not the means of ascer¬ 
taining, but supposed in connection with the other funds under consid¬ 
eration, we might make the aggregate of three millions as not varying 
materially from the amount. 

It is not however, so much the objects of the undersigned, to make a 
laborious statement of amounts, as to insist for a principle, and a poli¬ 
cy directly in opposition to the majority of the committee on education, 
for each individual member of whom we entertain the highest person¬ 
al regard, and whose intelligence, experience and sagacity entitles their 
views to the grave consideration of the Senate and the county; yet a 
sense of his own obligation in the discharge of high and important 
public duty, compels him to enter his protest against their report, and 
to insist upon the passage of the joint resolutions, or such others hav¬ 
ing the same great and useful object in view, as the Senate may think 
fit to adopt. 

The issue for decisions is plainly and simply this: would it be the bet¬ 
ter policy of the State to continue to apply and appropriate these funds 
as now directed by the General Government to works of internal improve¬ 
ment, or have it applied to a higher and nobler grade of internal improve- 
ment-the improvement of the minds and morals of the needy and 
destitute children of our country. But we are told the Legislature has 
no right to direct these funds, they being donated to the State for specific 
and definite purposes. This is assuredly true, none but know and ad¬ 
mit the fact; but that does not prove that Congress would not be entire¬ 
ly willing to surrender these funds to the State of Alabama for ano¬ 
ther purpose, and particularly that of educating the children of the 
country, if we memorializing her in a suitable respectful manner on 
the subject, showing that this would be the most useful and profitable 
way yo invest munificent donations. 

Other considerations, growing out of the inadequacy of the funds to 
the completion of any great State enterprize, corresponding in benefits to 
the amount necessarily required in such investments, and of the great 
uncertainty that must ever exist of the Legislature being able under all the 
circumstances, of conflicting local interest, and numerous other influen¬ 
ces, to select the proper and profitable objects for such appropriations.- 
If any entertain doubts sceptical on this subject, perhaps a recurrence to 
the legislation of the last five years, on this interesting enquiry of inter¬ 
nal improvement, would serve to remove them. Look, for a moment, to 
the vast amounts which have been expended from year to year; thou¬ 
sands appropriated at almost every session of the Legislature, for the mis¬ 
called improvement of perhaps half the rivers and creeks in the State- 
What corresponding benefits, we would most respectfully enquire, have 
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resulted? But one answer, can be given, and that a general negative; 
none. I n confirmation of this view of the subject, need we point to the 
sixty thousand appropriated to improve the navigation of the Coosa river, 
the twenty-five thousand dollars to the Tombigbee; the two thousand 
dollars to the Black Warrior,; and ten thousand dollars to the Choctaw- 
hatchee? That is not all. Let Paint Rock and Elk rivers tell out on 
this subject to the sum of ten thousand dollars each. 

In addition to the vast amount of public funds this squandered and 
wasred, we might not in the connection improperly allude to the great 
expense necessarily attendant upon this branch of legislation, and the 
consumption of time thereby incurred; all of which, sound policy and 
justice required should be stopped; and if our experience on this has cost 
us so much without any equivalent good, and none will insist that essen¬ 
tial benefits have resulted from our heretofore course on this subject, we 
would in all earnestness ask if common sense and equal justices does not 
require that we should change, or at least seek by the proper means to 
change our policy. 

The subject of education, in al republican government, should ever 
be regarded as of paramount consideration to all others; hence that pro¬ 
vision in our State Constitution that says, "schools and the means of ed¬ 
ucation shall forever be encouraged in this State.” This is a part of the 
Constitution, that we as members of the General Assembly, are bound to 
support. Now let each individual for himself answer the question, how, 
under the peculiar embarrassing circumstances that surround us, can we 
more efficient encourage the great cause of education, that to secure 
by memorializing Congress, the passage of a law authorizing the Legisla¬ 
ture of the State to use the two and three per cent funds or either of them, 
in aid of the sixteenth section fund; which in process of time might to 
some extent educate a large portion of the destitute and orphan children 
of out State. Do we desire to see the wiles of the demagogue, the 
shemes of the traitorous, and the vices and follies of the designing lead¬ 
ers of factions, of which we hear so much of late, put down and extermi¬ 
nated from amongst by the quiet and well directed voice of public 
opinion. We must afford, as far as practicable, the means of moral and 
intellectual culture. 

It is true, that the more fortunate and provident are for the most part, 
able to educate their children independent of legislature aid, but there is 
in almost every community, a large portion of the population who are not 
so fortunately circumcised, and who need the fostering care and pro¬ 
tection of the parental government. Tis for such we would invoke the 
aid of the State. Tis a truth not disputed, that a decided majority of 
our population have neither the means nor opportunity of sharing the 
advantages of our higher schools, colleges and universities; they have to 
content themselves with what is usually denominated common school 
education, and beyond which many yea, a large majority throughout the 
length and breadth of our country cannot reasonably expect to advance; 
yet do we not frequently see, rising up from amongst them, patriots, and 
statesmen-men, alike distinguished in all the useful relations of life 
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ready and capable to direct the ship of State, to shoulder its burthens, or 
defend its institutions? 

And of, as our Declaration of Rights declare, all political power is in¬ 
herent in the people, and all free governments are founded on this author¬ 
ity, and instituted for their benefit, how vastly important is the diffusion 
of knowledge and intelligence amongst them, without distinction, wheth¬ 
er they be in the mountains or valley, in the north or south; for 'tis to 
the whole we must look, to sustain and perpetuate our republican insti¬ 
tutions. 

But lest we continue this report to an unwarrantable extent, the un¬ 
dersigned will here conclude the same by recommending the passage of 
the joint resolutions. T. W. WALKER.

Mr. Brindley, from the same committee, to whom was referred a 
bill to be entitled an act to confer upon the commissioners' courts of 
roads and revenue, power to regulate and determine the width of lanes 
of the second and third grades of roads, reported the same back to the 
Senate, without amendment, and recommended its passage. 

Mr. Foster, from the committee on internal improvement and inland 
navigation, to whom was referred the charter of the Tennessee and 
Coosa Railroad Company, beg leave to report; that they consider the 
contemplated connection of the navigable waters of the Coosa river 
with those of the Tennessee, as an object of much importance, and one 
that must eventuate treat permanent good to the State. A mountain 
region, ranging from east to west, entirely across the State, dividing 
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into two sections, whose interests have very little or nothing in com¬ 
mon, an improvement which will unite those sections and give expe¬ 
ditious and cheap facilities of intercourse between the northern, mid¬ 
dle and southern part of the State, has been an object very desirous, 
and would be an identity of interest and tend generally to its advance¬ 
ment and prosperity. The Railroad contemplated in this charter is de¬ 
signed to extend from some point near Gunter's Landing, at the great 
bend of the Tennessee river, to a point on the Coosa river, near the 
mouth of Wills' Creek, a, distance of rail road of about thirty-five 
miles. 

The route it now follows forms part of that heretofore surveyed for 
the Tennessee, Wetumpka and Selma Railroads, and is a link therefore 
in that important line of railway, which must ultimately unite the great 
valley of Tennessee with the Gulf of Mexico. 

The propriety of granting the charter under consideration, consists 
in this — that the road will be short, of easy construction, and could be 
immediately used to great advantage in connection with improvements 
now in progress from the South Atlantic coast, to the valley of the 
Mississippi. 

It is a work in which a large section of the State feels an immediate 
and warm interest. Its tendency will be to increase its wealth and re¬ 
sources by cheapening the necessaries of life, rendering easy commu¬ 
nication between remote points, opening markets for countries now al¬ 
most entirely secluded from them, and bringing under cultivation large 
bodies of public lands. 

I n view thereof of these advantages, your committee consider this 
projected railroad, and an early construction of the same, as a matter 
calculated to advance, in a very great degree, the great and permanent 
interests of the State, and therefore recommend the passage of the 
bill.

SENATE CHAMBER, THURSDAY, J anuary 4, 1844. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

The minutes of yesterday were read, amended, and approved. 

Mr. Fleming presented the account of William R. Hunt, of the county 
of Madison; which was referred to the committee on accounts and 
claims. 

Mr. Toulmin, from the State Bank committee, to whom was referred 
a bill to be entitled an act granting discretionary powers to the President 
and Directors of the State Bank and Branches, in certain cases, reported 
the same back to the Senate, and recommended its passage. 

The bill was read a second time, and placed amongst the orders. 
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Mr. Toulmin, from the same committee, to whom was referred a bill 
to be entitled an act in relation to the compensation of Bank attorneys, 
approved fourteenth February, one thousand eight hundred and forty- 
three, and for other purposes, reported a bill as a substitute, and recom¬ 
mended its passage; which was read, and ordered to be engrossed. 

Mr. Fleming, from the committee on military affairs, to whom was re¬ 
ferred a resolution to inquire into the expediency of consolidating the 
offices of Quarter master general, and Adjutant and Inspector general, re¬ 
ported that there is no urgent necessity of uniting the two offices. 

Your committee admit, that a small sum of money would be saved to 
the State by uniting them; but that they consider the two offices separate 
and distinct; and in time of war, one officer could not consistently dis¬ 
charge the duties of both: Therefore, they deem it inexpedient to con¬ 
solidate the offices, and respectfully ask to be discharged from the further 
consideration of the subject. 

I n which report the Senate concurred, and the committee discharged. 

Mr. Toulmin, from the State Bank committee, to whom was referred 
a bill to be entitled an act to prescribe the duties and compensation of 
Bank attorneys, and for other purposes, reported the same as inexpedi¬ 
ent — the substance of this bill being embraced in other bills now before 
the Senate; in which the Senate concurred, and the committee discharged 
from the further consideration of the subject. 

Mr. Hudson, from the committee on accounts and claims, to whom 
was referred the account of Thomas J. Harrell, of Chambers county, 
reported the same as not properly a State charge, but as for ex-officio ser¬ 
vices, and, therefore, ought not to be allowed; in which report the Senate 
concurred, and the account withdrawn by Mr. Reese. 

Mr. Hudson, from the same committee, to whom was referred the ac¬ 
count of Asa W. Allen, of Cherokee, for services rendered in survey¬ 
ing the county of Cherokee, reported the same back to the Senate, as 
being a county, and not a State charge, either in law or equity. 

On concurring in the report of the committee, the yeas and nays being 
demanded, there were — yeas 19 — nays 9. 

The report of the committee was concurred in.

Mr. Walker, from the judiciary committee, to whom was referred a 
bill to be entitled an act for the relief of the administratrix of R. Wil¬ 
liamson, deceased, reported a substitute for the original bill; which was 
read, and ordered to be engrossed. 

Mr. King introduced a bill, to be entitled an act to provide more effect- 
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ually for the inspection of bagging and rope in the city of Mobile; was 
read the first time, and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Toulmin introduced a bill, to be entitled an act to regulate the 
Register in Chancery at Mobile; was read the first time, and ordered to 
a second reading. 

Mr. Oliver offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the committee on the State Bank inquire into the pro¬ 
priety of compelling Bank marshals, attorneys, sheriff's, and other per¬ 
sons collecting money for the Bank and Branches of the State, to pay 
them over in fifteen days or sooner, after collection, and report the same 
by bill or otherwise. 

The resolution was adopted. 

Mr. McAlpin introduced a bill to authorize Jacob C. Jordan to remove 
the property of his infant daughter from the county of Marengo, in this 
State, to the State of Kentucky; which was read, and ordered to a second 
reading. 

Mr. McAlpin introduced a bill, to be entitled an act explanatory of an 
act therein named; which was read the first time, and ordered to a second 
reading. 

Mr. Hudson introduced a bill, to be entitled an act to regulate the fees 
of Registers in Chancery: read first time, and ordered to a second read¬ 
ing 

Mr. Bishop introduced a bill for the relief of Alexander Holton; 
which was read the first time, and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Creagh, introduced a bill, to be entitled an act to repeal the first 
section of the fourteenth chapter of an act regulating punishment under 
the Penitentiary system; which was read the first time, and ordered to a 
second reading. 

Mr. President announced the special order of the day, viz: 

A memorial and joint resolution to the Congress of the United States 
on the subject of the annexation of Texas to that of the United States. 

Resolved, That the committee on Federal relations be instructed to 
inquire into the expediency of annexing the Republic of Texas to the 
United States, and report the result of their deliberations to the Senate, 
by a memorial or otherwise, as soon as practicable. 

The committee, to which was referred the above resolution, have had 
the subject under consideration, and beg leave to report the result of 
their deliberations, as follows: 

The subject matter of the resolution, in the opinion of the committee, 
is one of momentous interest to the Union at large, and of vital impor¬ 
tance to the Southwestern and Southern States; and is, besides, so inti¬ 
mately connected with the great interest of civil liberty, free govern¬ 
ment and social improvement, that it is confidently believed not only 
that it ought, but that it will, ultimately, if not immediately, arrest the 
attention, and command the respect of every enlightened statesman in 
the United States. 

The proposition is nothing less than that of annexing one sovereign 
and independent State to another. 
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Such a consummation, devoutly as it to be wished, to the ease under 
consideration, can only be accomplished in one of two ways. Either 
by way of conquest, waged by the stronger upon the weaker, or by pa¬ 
cific negotiation between the two sovereignties. 

The former is no less inconsistent with the line of foreign policy, that 
has ever so honorably distinguished our National Government, than it is 
incompatible with the present advanced state of Christian civilization. 

The latter then, alone remains to us. Viewed in this light the com¬ 
mittee have come to the conclusion, that inasmuch as the Republic of 
Texas is sovereign and independent, as much so in every sense as the 
Republic of the United States is acknowledged so to be, not only by 
the Christian powers of Europe; but by our own deliberate recognition 
of her as one of the great family of nations, no other action on the sub¬ 
ject falls legitimately within the scope of State legislation, than to re¬ 
commend the adoption of such a policy by the National Government as 
shall result in a direct proposition from one of the sovereignties thus 
sought to be united, that the annexation may be effected. 

Refraining from a sense of delicacy from any further enlargement up¬ 
on the subject in which the committee are aware the public feel a deep and 
lively interest, leaving altogether out of view the great commercial in¬ 
terest involved in the subject, and which might be forever secured to the 
two republics by their peaceable and friendly union. The committee feel 
that they have discharged their duty in the manner submitted to then, 
and done all they can constitutionally do, in recommending to the Senate 
the following resolutions: 

1. Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That the annexa¬ 
tion of the Republic of Texas to the United States as an integral por¬ 
tion of the Union, is a measure of such general interest to the people 
of the Union of such positive necessity to the welfare of the Southern 
and Southwestern States, as to demand the immediate and serious at¬ 
tention of the National Government. 

2. And be it further resolved, That any interference upon the part 
of any foreign government with the question of slavery as it exists in 
Texas, is highly dangerous and unjustifiable, and should be viewed by 
the government of the United States, as indicative of a disposition on 
the part of such foreign power to effect the relation of master and 
slave in this Republic, with a design eventually, to effect the abolish¬ 
ment of slavery here. 

3. And be it further resolved, That by the treaty of St. H Defense 
the province of Louisiana, extending to the Perdido on the east and 
Rio Bravo on the west, and ceded by the government of Spain to that 
of France; that the present territory of Texas is included within the 
boundary, and that the treaty of Paris concluded on the thirtieth April 
eighteen hundred and three, between France and the United States 
conveyed in full, the absolute sovereignty of all that province to the 
United States, to the same extent that it was held in the hands of Spain 
and that it had when France possessed it. 
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4. And be it further resolved, That by the said treaty of Paris, 
the United States so firmly stipulated to the government of France, 
and to the then and future inhabitants of said territory, to wit: 

That the inhabitants of the ceded territory would be incorporated 
into the Union of the United States, as soon as possible, according to 
the principles of the Federal Constitution, in the employment of all the 
rights, advantages, and immunities of the citizens of the United States, 
and that in the meantime, they should be protected in the employment 
of the liberty, property, and religion they possess. 

5. And be it further resolved, That the treaty of the United States 
with the government of Spain, signed at Washington, on the twenty- 
second February, eighteen hundred and nineteen, ceding that portion 
of Louisiana west of the Sabine, was in violation of the stipulation of 
the treaty of Paris, set out in the preceding resolution; and also, that 
provision of the Federal Constitution, which declares our territory and 
our people inalienable; and that therefore, the people of Texas now 
freed from the dominion of Spain, have a clear and indisputable right 
to demand admission into the Union as one of the sovereign States 
thereof, whenever its population shall reach the requisite number, and 
that in the meantime, its population have a right to demand of the 
United States, the protection which is due to a territorial govern¬ 
ment. 

6. And be it further resolved by the authority aforesaid, That our 
Senators in Congress are hereby instructed and our Representatives re¬ 
quested to be active and vigilant in the use of all such means, as to 
them shall be deemed most expedient for effecting this object. 

7. And be it further resolved, That the Governor be instructed to 
transmit a copy of these joint resolutions to each of our Senators and 
Representatives in Congress. 

Mr. Hudson moved to strike out the third, fourth, and fifth resolu¬ 
tions. 

The yeas and nays being demanded, there were yeas 14, nays 17: 

The Senate refused to strike out.

SENATE CHAMBER, Friday Morning, J anuary 5th, 1844. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

The minutes of yesterday were read and approved. 

Mr. Wilson presented the account of Wm. J. Green, jailer of J ack- 
son county; which was referred to the committee accounts and claims. 

Mr. Phillips presented the account of Thomas J. Frow, of Dallas; 
which was referred to the committee on accounts and claims. 

Mr. Yancey pre-ented the petition of Samuel S. Graham, of Coosa 
county, in relation to patrols; which was referred to the judiciary com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. Toulmin presented the petition of Bull & Files, of Mobile, for 
compensation of a slave executed; which was referred to the commit¬ 
tee on accounts and claims. 

Mr. Toulmin presented the petition of Stockholders of the Plan¬ 
ters' and Merchants' Bank of Mobile; which was referred to the com¬ 
mittee on the judiciary. 

Mr. Winston, from the judiciary committee, to whom was referred a 
bill from the House of Representatives, entitled an act for the relief of 
the citizens of township fifteen, range eight, east, in the county of Ben¬ 
ton, reported the same amended, and thus amended, recommended its 
passage. 

The bill and amendment were read the second time and ordered to a 
third reading. 

Mr. Reese, from the judiciary committee, to whom was referred a 
bill to change the time of holding the circuit court in the ninth judicial 
circuit, reported the same back to the Senate, and recommended its 
passage. 

Concurred in. 

Mr. Walker, from the judiciary committee, to whom was referred a 
bill to be entitled an act to compel holders of jury tickets to have them 
registered by the county Treasurer by a certain time, reported the same 
as inexpedient. 

In which report the Senate concurred. 
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Mr. Yancey, from the committee on the Penitentiary, made the fol¬ 
lowing report; which was read the first time and ordered to a second 
reading: 

The committee upon the State Penitentiary, to whom was referred 
the report of the Warden of the Penitentiary, have had the same un¬ 
der consideration, and ask leave to report, that the facts and estimates 
set forth in the report of the Warden, upon the subject of the manufac¬ 
ture of bagging and rope from cotton and hemp, are not sufficiently 
explicit or satisfactory in their opinion, to authorize the State to em¬ 
bark in so expensive an undertaking. 

The committee are nevertheless, of opinion that the subject is of 
sufficient importance and general interest to demand the attention of 
the General Assembly, and with a view to requiring an accurate and 
minute investigation of the subject, as of the cost to the State of every 
species of manufacture now carried on in the Penitentiary, the commit¬ 
tee have instructed me to report the following joint resolutions, and re¬ 
commend their passage: 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State 
of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That the I nspectors of 
the State Penitentiary be required to ascertain by correspondence 
from such sources as will be most likely to afford correct information; 
the amount, kind and cost of any additional buildings, if any, necessary 
and proper to be used in the Penitentiary for the manufacture of rope 
and bagging from cotton and hemp, or from either separately; also the 
number of convicts necessary to be employed at the machinery for the 
manufacture of either cotton or hemp into the above articles. 

Resolved further, That the Inspectors be required to ascertain the 
exact cost to the State of the manufacture of each and every species of 
manufacture now carried on in the Penitentiary. 

Resolved further, That the I nspectors be required to report to the 
next General Assembly fully and in detail the result of their inquiries 
upon the subjects contained in the foregoing resolutions, and that they 
accompany their report with such correspondence as they may have 
had in reference to the subject. 

Mr. Yancey, from the same committee, made the following report: 

The Committee on the State Penitentiary, to whom was referred the 
report of the Inspectors of the Penitentiary, have had the same under 
consideration, and have instructed me to report — that in their opinion 
the punishment now prescribed by law, according to the recommenda¬ 
tion of the inspectors, should be so altered as to allow, when the modes 
now prescribed by law, for punishment shall fail of producing the 
desired effect, such punishment as in the discretion of the warden, phy¬ 
sicians and inspectors may seem proper, whipping being at all times 
excluded. 

The committee are also of opinion that the recommendation of the 
physicians and inspectors in relation to the doors of the cells, should be 
complied with; the present doors excluding light, and having but a 
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small aperture but about six inches square near the top for the admis¬ 
sion of air. 

The committee have also had under consideration the financial con¬ 
dition of the institution. From the statement submitted by the inspec¬ 
tors, it appears that the Penitentiary has been run in debt to the amount 
of four thousand nine hundred and thirty-five dollars and thirty-five 
cents, and that it has given a credit for articles sold to the amount of 
three thousand and seventy-one dollars and seven cents. 

The committee are of opinion that the institution should be conduct¬ 
ed upon cash principles — that the General Assembly is considered the 
best judge of the amount of money necessary for the proper conducting 
of its affairs; and that when it makes an appropriation, those having 
charge of the institution should be restricted in their expenditures to 
that amount, and to such cash as may be collected by the institution on 
account of manufactured articles sold by it; also that a system of indis¬ 
criminate credit for articles so sold, must eventually result in a consid¬ 
erable loss to the State, as well as inconvenience in collecting even such 
debts as may be deemed good. To carry into effect the views intro¬ 
duced in the above report, the committee have instructed me to report 
the following joint resolutions, and recommend their passage: 

Resolved by the Senate and Fiouse of Representatives of the State 
of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That in all cases in which 
the punishment now provided in the seventy-second section of the 
twelfth chapter of the penal code, shall fail in the opinion of the war¬ 
den, or be insufficient to prevent a convict in the State Penitentiary from 
violating or infringing any of the rules or regulations of the Penitenti¬ 
ary, then and in that event such punishment may be inflicted upon 
such convict, as in the opinion of the warden, the physician to the peni¬ 
tentiary and inspectors, or a majority of them, shall be deemed most 
advisable; provided, that in no case whipping shall be allowed. 

Resolved further, That hereafter it shall not be lawful for the war¬ 
den or any of the officers of the Penitentiary to contract any debt or 
debts to be discharged by the State, but all the necessary expenses of 
that institution shall be paid in cash at the time of the contracting there¬ 
of, out of the proceeds of the income of the Penitentiary, or the appropria¬ 
tions made therefor by the General Assembly of this State, and that 
no contract or agreement made contrary to the true meaning and in¬ 
tent of this joint resolution, shall be chargeable upon or paid by the 
State. 

Resolved further, That from and after the passage of these joint re¬ 
solutions, that no articles or article manufactured in the State Peniten¬ 
tiary shall be sold, except the same shall be for cash, paid on the de¬ 
livery of such article or articles. 

Resolved further, That the warden and inspectors be, and are here¬ 
by authorized to replace the present wooden doors of the cells occupi¬ 
ed by the convicts in the State Penitentiary with grated iron doors, pro¬ 
vided that such grated iron doors shall be made by the labor of the 
convicts in said institution; which was read the first time, and ordered 
to a second reading. 
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Mr. Toulmin, from the State Bank committee, to whom was recom¬ 
mitted joint resolutions creating a Board of Control for the Bank of the 
State of Alabama and the several Branches thereof, together with a 
substitute offered for the same, have had the subject under considera¬ 
tion, and have instructed me to report, that it is inexpedient to adopt 
the substitute; and they have amended the original resolution by way 
of a proviso, as therein shown, and thus amended, recommend its 
adoption. 

Mr. King offered an amendment, which was adopted. 

The resolutions as amended being read, and on ordering them to be 
engrossed, the yeas and nays were demanded, and there were yeas 21, 
nays 12. 

The joint resolutions were ordered to be engrossed.

same back to the Senate, without amendment, and recommend its pas¬ 
sage. 

The bill was placed amongst the orders of the day. 

Mr. Watkins, from the select committee, to whom was referred a 
bill entitled an act to change the boundary line between the counties 
of Benton and Talladega, reported the same back as inexpedient, as it 
will open the door for interminable local legislation. 

On motion of Mr. Bishop, the report and bill was laid on the ta¬ 
ble. 

Mr. Fleming, from the committee on military affairs, to whom was 
referred a bill to be entitled an act to authorize brigade encampments 
in the sixth brigade of the militia of this State, reported the same back 
to the Senate, and recommended its passage. 

The report was concurred in, and the bill placed amongst the or¬ 
ders 

Mr. Walker of B. introduced a bill to be entitled an act to fix the 
time of holding the circuit courts in the fifth judicial circuit; was read 
the first time and ordered to a second reading.

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Andrew J ackson, aided by the indomitable bravery of his officers and 
men, is justly entitled to be classed amongst the most brilliant victories 
ever achieved in this or any other country, therefore, 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That the Door¬ 
keepers to each House make suitable preparations, and on the night of 
the eighth inst., illuminate the entire capitol in that mode which is in 
their opinion best calculated to carry out this resolution. 

Mr. Marchbanks introduced a bill to be entitled an act for the relief 
of Mary E. Montgomery; which was read the first time, and ordered 
to a second reading. 

Mr. Moores moved to reconsider the vote taken on yesterday on the 
bill related to the conjugal rights, &c.; on the reconsideration the yeas 
and nays were demanded — there were yeas 17, nays 16.

Mr. Brindley presented the following protest: 

The State of Alabama has become Trustee for more than eight hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars, the proceeds of sales of certain sixteenth sections. 

By an act of the Legislature the said funds have been placed in the Bank 
of the State and Branches. Much of said funds have for years past 
been banked upon as other capital. The Banks have lost much, and 
show a frightful aggregate deficit, and of course must have lost a due 
proportion of said sixteenth section funds, which is now a debt of the 
State, and must be paid with the State funds, even if it has to be raised 
by a direct tax levied upon the whole people, and certainly it would be 
on the ad valorem principle. The General Government granted origin¬ 
ally to the citizens of each township in perpetuity every sixteenth sec¬ 
tion, some are valuable and others valueless. The consequence is, that 
the citizens of of some townships receive all the profits, which is the in¬ 
terest on the amount of the sale of the sixteenth section to schools; and 
others, where the sixteenth section is valueless receive none. The con¬ 
sequence is, that the inhabitants of townships where the sixteenth sec¬ 
tion is valueless, as well as where they are valuable, must be taxed to 
make up the deficit to pay the interest and to pay the cost of banking 
upon said fund. Although the deficit has already occurred, and al¬ 
though if the fund should now be withdrawn or reinvested, and of course 
the interest on the amount refunded to said townships would cease to be 
paid, or payable to the Bank and Branches: yet inasmuch as no less than 
the whole people will be equally bound for the further deficit, if any 
there should be, to be disbursed unequally, it cannot be fair to retain the 
fund and continue to pay bank officers for collecting and disbursing the 
interest of said fund at the expense of the whole people, they too con¬ 
tinuing security for the safe keeping of the whole fund for the benefit of 
the few. 

Therefore, availing myself of my constitutional privileges, I respectfully 
ask that this my protest against the course pursued by the Senate inre¬ 
fusing to pass any law to remedy the above evils, and especially for re¬ 
fusing to reconsider their vote and pass into a law the following substi¬ 
tute proposed by me, to wit: 

"That the commissioners of the sixteenth sections, the whole or any 
part of which may hereafter have been sold shall forthwith apply to the 
proper Bank or Branch Bank in which the notes of purchase or pro¬ 
ceeds of sale may have been deposited, and procure the same note or 
notes, or other notes, to the amount as nearly as may be owing to said 
Bank or Branch by any person or persons of the proper county, such 
person or persons being solvent, and if the said commissioners cannot col¬ 
lect such note or notes to the precise amount, the said Bank or Branch, 
as the case may be, shall pay the residue on their notes; and such 
note or notes shall be obtained and reinvested in lands entirely unincum¬ 
bered, in perpetuity to be held by the inhabitants of such township, in 
the same manner as was the sixteenth sections previous to the sale there- 
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of, under such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the Gov¬ 
ernor, whose duty it shall be to prescribe such rules or regulations as 
may be necessary to carry into effect the true intent and meaning of this 
act: Provided, that the above funds shall not be vested in lands intrin¬ 
sically worth less than the sixteenth sections so sold as aforesaid," 

SEC. 2. And be it further enacted, That all laws authorizing the 
sale of sixteenth sections be and are hereby repealed.

dall, and is confined within the J ail limits of the City of Washington, suf¬ 
fering inconvenience and hardship from that which we believe to have 
been a faithful and conscientious discharge of his duty in a high and res¬ 
ponsible office, which he filled with credit to himself and benefit to his 
country, evincing in the very act for which he now suffers incarceration, 
a scrupulous regard for the rights and interests of the people which ought 
rather to have been rewarded with public honors, than visited with legal 
pains and penalties. 

And whereas, we believe it to be incompatible with the elevated dig¬ 
nity of our federal government, repugnant to justice, and the principles 
of enlightened policy, that Mr. Kendall should be held to the satisfac¬ 
tion of this writ of execution from his own means, or that he should be 
deprived of his personal liberty for his inability so to do. 

Be it therefore resolved by the Senate and House of Representa¬ 
tives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That 
our Senators be instructed and our Representatives in Congress be re¬ 
quested to use their earnest endeavors in such way as to them may seem 
most expedient, to have the said execution against Amos Kendall paid 
and discharged by an appropriation from the moneys in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, for that purpose, and thus have him restored to 
that personal liberty which is the glorious birthright of every son of this 
free republic. 

Be it further resolved, by the authority aforesaid, That our Sena¬ 
tors and Representatives in Congress are hereby also instructed and re¬ 
quested respectly to use their earnest endeavors to have Mr. Kendall re¬ 
munerated from the Treasury for all loss or expense he may have incur¬ 
red in defending the suit of Messrs. Stockton & Stokes against him, and 
all damages he may have sustained from his detention within the prison 
bounds. 

Be it further resolved, That His Excellency the Governor is direct¬ 
ed to have a copy of this preamble and resolution sent to each of our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress, and also to Mr. Kendall. 

Mr. King, from the committee on inland navigation and inland im- 
provenrent, to whom was referred so much of the Governor's message as 
relates to the two per cent fund have had the same under consideration, 
and it appears that the Cashier of the Bank of the State of Alabama did, 
in obedience to the joint resolutions of the last Senate of the Legislature, 
at as early a day as practicable, invest in the Treasury Notes of the United 
States, the first instalment of the two per cent fund relinquished to this 
State under certain restrictions by an act of Congress, and that said notes 
now cease to bear an interest, and that an agent of the Bank very recent¬ 
ly invested the above Treasury Notes in five per cent stock of the Uni¬ 
ted States, subject to the control of legislative authority. Your commit¬ 
tee, believing that an investment of the Treasury Notes in the aforesaid 
United States stock is the best disposition of that fund that now can be 
made, have instructed me to report the following bill, and recommend its 
passage: 

A bill to be entitled an act to authorize the investment of the United 
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States Treasury Notes, being a portion of the two per cent fund, in the 
United States stock, was read the first time, the rule suspended, read a 
second and third times forthwith, and passed — yeas 25, nays 5.

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That upon any 
principles of justice and rational construction, it should be determined 
that the words "up the western bank of said river” mean nothing more 
or less than a line along the water's edge, on the western bank at com¬ 
mon or low water mark. 

And be it further resolved, That in case any controversy should 
arise between any of the citizens of Georgia and Alabama touching this 
matter, that His Excellency the Governor be and he is hereby author¬ 
ized to employ able and efficient counsel to defend the rights of the citi¬ 
zens of Alabama, effected by such controversy. 

Which were read a first time, the constitutional rule suspended, read 
a second time, and referred to the committee on the judiciary.

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A bill to be entitled an act to repeal the first section of an act there¬ 
in named, was read a second time and referred to the committee on the 
judiciary, with instructions to report back to-morrow. 

A bill to be entitled an act to regulate the Bank of the State of Ala¬ 
bama, so as to pay the interest on the State bonds, was read a second 
time, and referred to the State Bank committee. 

Engrossed bill from the House of Representatives , entitled an 
act for the relief of Bridget O'Brien , was read a third time and passed. 

A bill to be entitled an act to incorporate a company for the purpose 
of manufacturing cotton and woolen goods, was read a second time, 
and ordered to be engrossed. 

A bill to be entitled an act to confer upon the commissioners' court 
of roads and revenue, power to regulate and determine the width of 
lanes of the second and third grades of roads, was read a third time and 
passed. 

A bill to be entitled an act to incorporate the Tennessee and Coosa 
Railroad company.

SENATE CHAMBER, TUESDAY, J anuary 9 , 1844. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

The minutes of yesterday were read and approved. 

Mr. Hudson, from the committee on accounts and claims, made the 
following report: 
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The committee on accounts and claims , to which was referred a bill to 
be entitled an act for the benefit of the estate of J ames Odell, deceased, 
reported that they had allowed to Elliott W. Hilliard, as administrator of 
the estate of the said J ames Odell, deceased , the sum of eighty-three 
dollars and sixty cents, to be reported in the general appropriation bill. 

The committee think it therefore necessary to pass the bill; in which re¬ 
port the Senate concurred, and the committee discharged.

said slave. Your committee therefore are of opinion that the prayer of 
the petitioners ought not to be granted ; in which report the Senate con¬ 
curred. 

Mr. Watkins, from the committee on education, to which was refer¬ 
red a bill to be entitled an act to change the mode of collecting and safe 
keeping monies due from purchasers of sixteenth sections in the several

withoutamendenent, and recommended its passage. 

The bill was placed among the orders of the day.

the same to the citizens thereof, reported that it is inexpedient to legis¬ 
late on the subject; in which report the Senate concurred. 

Mr. Foster, from the judiciary committee, to which was referred a 
bill entitled an act in relation to election returns, reported the bill back 
to the Senate without amendment, and recommended its passage.

Mr. Toulmin, from the State Bank committee, to which was referred

of money to any Attorneys save the regular Bank Attorney, for their 
opinions and construction of the laws of the last Legislature in refer¬ 
ence to said institutions. Also, if they find that money has been paid 
to any lawyers, to report if the same has been paid in violation of law. 

Your committee have had the resolution under consideration, and have 
instructed me to report that they have examined the reports of the com¬ 
missioners, and find no statement by them that any sums of money have 
been paid to lawyers for their opinions on the construction of certain acts 
of the last general Assembly; but on examination of the expense ac¬ 
counts of the Huntsville Branch Bank, in the report of the Cashier your 
committee find that seventy-five dollars was paid to C. G. Clay, Samuel 
Pete, and J ames Robinson, attorneys, for their written opinion on the 
construction of the act of the Legislature placing that Bank in liquida¬ 
tion. 

The next subject which your committee is directed to investigate, is, 
whether such payment is in violation of law. This presents the ques¬ 
tion whether the Bank has the power to engage the service of more than 
one attorney to transact its business. 

Your committee entertain the opinion that this is no longer an open 
question to cavil on; it has been adjudicated and settled by our Supreme 
Court in the case of Martin & Huntington against the State Bank fourth 
Alabama Reports, page six hundred and fifteen. 

The Chief J ustice in pronouncing the opinion of the court, holds that 
the Board of Directors have the power to employ such professional as¬ 
sistance as the interests of the Bank may require. 

The power to do this is very essential, and cannot now be questioned. 
It is important that they should be invested with authority, for it might 
so happen that the Bank would require the service of an Attorney at law 
in another State, or in different counties of this State at the same time, 
and without this power the business of the corporation might suffer ma¬ 
terially. 

The thirteenth section of the act placing that Bank in liquidation, 
gives to the President and Directors full power to employ extra agents 
to transact special business for the same. I n addition to this, an act, ap¬ 
proved eleventh February, eighteen hundred and forty-three, gives to the 
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State Bank and Branches full power to employ an Attorney in each coun¬ 
ty in the State. 

Your committee, from this view of the subject, have come to the con¬ 
clusion that the Bank on proper occasions, has the power and authority to 
employ such professional service as the interest of the corporation may 
require. In expressing this opinion, they do not wish to be understood, 
as approving or disapproving the act of the Board in the payment of this 
fee to these three counsellors at law.

result of their investigations. 

The committee commenced the discharge of their duties by compar¬ 
ing the warrants drawn by the Comptroller of Public Accounts, and 
the duplicates of the checks drawn by the State Treasurer upon the 
funds appropriated by law, and the registration of them in the respec¬ 
tive offices, most thoroughly and minutely. 

This comparison exhibits an exact correspondence between the 
Comptroller's drafts and the Treasurer's checks. 

The next subject of inquiry was to ascertain whether the Comptrol¬ 
ler's drafts were provided for under the past appropriations for the fis¬ 
cal year, beginning November twenty-seventh, one thousand eight 
hundred and forty-two, and ending November twenty-sixth, one thou¬ 
sand eight hundred and forty-three, all of which were correct. The 
claims and allowances are all legally authenticated, and carry with 
them an evidence of a discriminating economy, being exercised by the 
Comptroller of Public Accounts. The returns of the assessments of 
the taxes for the year one thousand eight hundred and forty-three, are 
duly registered, and correct copies made out as far as they have been 
received 

The committee declined examining the partial returns of the tax col¬ 
lectors, of the several counties. The returns are incomplete as yet, and 
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in fact few of them made any returns during the fiscal year one thou¬ 
sand eight hundred and forty-three, consequently this matter was left 
for the committee, which may be appointed by the ensuing Legislature, 
when the returns shall have been completed, and a detailed exhibit can 
be furnished by the respective assessments, and the collections which 
may be Made upon them. 

The committee leave instructed me to say to the Senate, that the 
faithful and attentive manner in which the Comptroller of Public Ac¬ 
counts and the State Treasurer, have discharged the duties of their of¬ 
fices, and the neatness and accuracy with which they have conducted 
the public business, recommends them to the favorable consideration of 
the General Assembly, as capable and trustworthy officers.

Mr. President-The House concurs in the amendments made by the 
Senate, to a bill to pay certain claims against the State. 

Mr. Terry offered the following protest: 

The following protest against the Revenue Law, was entered upon the 
J ournal of the Senate, at the request of the Senators whose names are 
appended thereto: 

The undersigned, Senators from Limestone, Madison, Talladega and 
Blount, availing ourselves of our constitutional privilege, do in the most 
solemn manner, protest against the passage of a bill to be entited "An 
Act to provide a Revenue, to defray the expenses of the State Govern¬ 
ment, and to protect the faith and credit of the State of Alabama."-- 
First, because it is a violation of the Constitution of the Sate, in this- 
that all lands in this State subject to taxation, shall be taxed according to 
their value. This bill taxes land by classification; and in the opinion of 
the undersigned, is not only a palpable infraction of the constitution, but 
manifestly unjust end unequal. By the classification system established 
by this bill, lands are taxed according to quality, and not value. If the 
language of the constitution was not positive, then the undersigned might 
have saved themselves the trouble of this protest; but we earnestly invite 
our fellow-citizens to look calmly at the clause of the constitution above 
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referred to. If that instrument had used, "may be taxed," instead of 
"shall be taxed," then we are free to admit that either mode would have 
been in accordance with the constitution ; but the General Assembly has 
priced all lands of the first quality at sixteen collars per acre. We have 
said that we oppose the bill, also, because of its manifest injustice and in¬ 
equality. To enable ourselves to be understood suppose a tract of land 
lying on some cove in J ackson, De Kalb, or Cherokee, is point of quali¬ 
ty, equal to any; the law says it belongs to the first class, and must 
be taxed at sixteen dollars per acre, while, in truth, owing to its 
location, and the difficulty of getting its productions to marker, the 
same land will not bring five dollars an acre. The people of the several 
sections of the State have to determine, by comparison, the class to which 
their lands belong. If it is as rich as any land in the county around 
them, of course it belongs to the first class ; and is, by this bill taxed at 
sixteen dollars per acre. In one section of the State, for instance, the 
counties of Montgomery, Lowndes, Perry, Marengo, and Greene, some 
of the best cotton lands will bring from twenty dollars to thirty dollars 
per acre that, too, is put in the first class ; and by this bill, is taxed to 
sixteen dollars per acre. We feel fully sustained and warranted, therefore, 
in saying, that the bill is manifestly unjust anal unequal ; because, to our 
minds, the man living in J ackson, De Kalb, or Cherokee, having five times 
as much tax upon the value of his lands, as the man living in Montgomery, 
Lowndes, Perry, Marengo, or Greene, for the reason that while one pays 
tax on three times, and over, as much as his land is worth, the other 
pays tax on less than his land is worth-from four to fourteen dollars per 
acre. 

We oppose the passage of the act because of another constitutional ob¬ 
jection. The provisions of the bill to tax the salaries of the Circuit Court 
J udges in this State twenty cents upon every hundred dollars of their 
salary. The Constitution says that the salaries of the Circuit J udges 
shall not be diminished during the time for which they are elected. This 
bill does undoubtedly diminish their salaries; and we hold that the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly cannot do, indirectly, that which it may not do directly. 

If this General Assembly have the constitutional power to tax the sala¬ 
ries of Circuit J udges twenty cents upon each hundred dollars, they have 
the same power to tax each hundred dollars of said salaries fifty dollars, 
and thus, by indirection, fritter away a plain constitutional provision, 

We do not pretend to deny, that were the Constitution different, but what 
it, might be just to tax salaries. The undersigned wish not to be under¬ 
stood as opposed to taxation to defray the necessary expenses of the State 
Government, or to protect the honor and credit of the State, as the caption 
to the bill recites. By no means : We are willing to do any thing in 
our power to guard, uphold, and protect the honor of our beloved State, 
save to violate that oath we have taken, to support the constitution of the 
country: 
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We are far from believing, or insinuating, that the majority who passed 
the bill in question, were not as honest and as conscientious as ourselves 
in believing that the passage of the bill dial not, in any particular, infringe 
the Constitution; but eve swear only for ourselves, and, for the sincerity 
of our motives, we are alone answerable to our consciences and our 
God. 


The undersigned tried every means in their power, by amendments, 
to divest the bill of its constitutional and other objections; but the ma¬ 
jority, like all other majorities, arrogantly refused their amendments, or 
even the time prescribed by the constitution for deliberation or reflec- 
which is three days. Said bill provides, that owing to the proximity of 
any lands in this State, to any city, town, or navigable water course, 
said lands are more valuable than lands to the class to which they be¬ 
long. The owner or person giving in the same shall, upon oath, say 
what his land is worth; and, so far as such persons are concerned, who 
live in proximity to a city, town, or navigable water course, have, by 
the act, the ad valorem principle applied to them, whilst the lands of 
those living remote from a city, town, or navigable water course, are, 
on account of their remoteness, rendered less valuable than the class to 
which belong: and, by the provisions of the act, denied the privilege of 
saying, on oath, what their lands are worth. 

The undersigned proposed a substitute, for the purpose of protecting 
the credit of this State, which met with the same unceremonious fate of 
the various amendments before alluded to. This bill declares that if 
the amount raised by it is not sufficient to pay the interest on the State 
bonds, then the President of the State Bank is to use so much of Ala¬ 
bama Bank notes, as will be sufficient. Why not have authorized the 
Presidents and Directors to receive good undoubted bills upon Mobile 
and New Orleans —- payable in specie only— in payment of debts due 
the Banks; raising the damages upon protested bills to twenty per cent, 
and making it the duty of the President of the State Bank to have ap¬ 
plied said bills of exchange to the payment of the interest on the State 
bonds? And if there should not have been enough of the bills to meet 
the interest, then to use the Alabama money to raise the balance. 

The only difference between the two places is, that so touch as 
would have been collected in specie bills, would have paid that touch 
interest at or near about par; and the whole interest could have been 
provided for, and paid without incurring the expense of at least fifty 
assessors, and fifty collectors, amounting, in all, to some thirty or forty 
thousand dollars besides the risk of the fidelity of so many collectors 
and assessors, for it will not be denied, that after the revenue collected 
from this bill is in hand, at this enormous expense, it has to be put 
forthwith into circulation again, at a discount and additional expense; 
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for you had as well carry any other commodity to Europe to pay inter¬ 
est on State bonds, as the notes of the Alabama Banks. Then, we ask, 
why incur this enormous expense and risk, when the same thing could 
have been effected without either? 

We have drawn out this protest to a much greater length than we 
intended when we commenced. We therefore, must close, not because 
we could not give many additional reasons why this bill should not 
have passed, and why our plan should, &c.
